Denied 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Re 
presentatives of the British and 
French governments have de­ 
nied 
their 
new 
supersonic 
Concorde jet would be signfi 
candy more noisy than com ­ 
mercial airplanes already in 
service in the United States 
At a news conference Friday , 
Claude Abraham, French dire** 
tor of air transport, and Gerald 
Kaufman, a British minister 
responsible for aerospace m at­ 
ters, said the facts do not 
justify banning the Concorde 
from two domestic airports 
Kennedy 
in 
New 
York 
and 
Dulles in Washington — since 
its environmental impact would 
not be significant 
The Concorde is scheduled to 
begin 
commercial 
passenger 
service between London and the 
Near East and between Paris 
and South America in three 
weeks On Monday, Transporta 
tion Secretary William Coleman 
begins 
the 
final 
round 
of 
hearings to determine whether 
the Concorde will be allowed to 
land at Kennedy and Dulles 
Kaufman and Abraham said 
there are no immediate plans 
to seek to land the plane at any 
other U S airports 
"All airplanes are noisy," 
Kaufman said "The Concorde 
is not going to be the first silent 
aircraft But we are no noisier 
than many hundreds of planes 
flying in and out of Washington 
and New York many hundred 
times a y e ar.”

said 
the 
number 
of 
persons affected by aircraft 
noise 
would 
Eh' 
"minutely 
greater" if the Concorde served 
Kennedy Airport, but the noise 
impact would be no greater in 
Washington 
He said critics, including the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency, have "greatly exag 
gerated" 
the 
noise 
of 
the 
Concorde and called the crib 
cism “ foolish claims which can 
easily be disproved " 


Kaufman said if the United 
States w ishes to crack down on 
aircraft noise it should look 
first to the DC8s and 707s since 
the supersonic jet is no louder 
than those airplanes 


"When you ban those planes 
from Dulles and Kennedy, then 
we ll have a more difficultcase 
to answer.” Kaufman said 


And he said if the United 
States is worried aExiut endan 
goring the e arth ’s ozone layer, 
it should ban aerosol cans not 
the Concorde 


"The impact of the Concorde 
on 
the 
ozone 
would 
Eh* 
miniscule compared with the 
impacts that are taking place | 
already ." Kaufman said

FTC Wants 
Used* Car

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission 
wants to make sure a used car 
dealer tells a potential buyer if 
the car was once a taxi or if it 
was ever damaged 
The FTC also would forbid 
used car salesmen from mak 
ing “any false, misleading or 
deceptive representation ... of 
the quality, performance, relia­ 
bility or lack of mechanical 
defects” of their cars, in sales 
talks and advertising

nounced proposed rules, which 
it m ay put into effect around 
the beginning of 1977. It gave 
interested parties 90 days to 
comment. 
Under the proposal, a sticker 
in the right rear window of 
each car would list any work —

repairs — done by the dealer.
